Root Canal Therapy Major 
Aid in Saving Baby Teeth

"Killing" nerves as a means 


of conserving adult teeth is 
probably as old as dentistry, 
Many techniques have been 
used with varying success. 
Even deadly poisons, such as 
arsenic c o m p o u n d s , were 
sealed in teeth with infected 
nerves in order to destroy the 
nerve. This method is still in 
use in many parts of the 
world. 


Much success was claimed, 


but percentage of failures 
was rather high compared 
with present standards. To* 
day's techniques are so re* 
fined and sophisticated, and 
specialists who do this work 
are so well-educated that, with 
sensible selection of cases, 
there are few If any failures. 


But root canal therapy, as 


it is called, was rarely used to 
save baby teeth. They weren't 
considered important enough 
to save. Weren't they going to 
be replaced by permanent 
teeth soon? 


Now we realize more than 
ever that healthy baby teeth 
are important in promoting 
a child's good health, appear- 
ance and speech; in maintain- 
ing his chewing apparatus;

criticized no matter what he 
does, can't please everyone If 
only because, it seems, every- 
one has his own ideas on what 
should be done.

it over the weekend: Six Repub- 
lican senators, one Democratic 
senator, and Michigan's Repub- 
lican governor, George Rom- 
ney. 
All, except Romney, had 


their say on Sunday television 
and radio. 


Romney is apparently not one 


of the best-informed people on 
Vietnam. So far his ideas have 
been vague.

weekend he had stayed mum on 
Vietnam since his election to 
third term in Michigan last No- 
vember. 


Even before that he was quiet 


about it. He had made hash of 
his ideas on this subject at a 
news conference last July, He 
was reported to be anxious to 
bone-up on Vietnam before say* 
ing anything about 
it again, 


This past weekend he talked to 
some Washington newsmen, 


He said Johnson's decision to 


prosecute 
the 
war, 
while 


searching for a way to end It, 
may have prolonged it. He was 
said to have expressed the view 
in private conversations that 
Johnson didn't push the war 
hard enough.

Any woman may obtain a 


child care deduction of up to 
$900 for the care of children 
or disabled dependents if the 
expenses were incurred in 
order for her to go to work 
or to seek work.

cared for is physically or 
mentally incapable of self- 
support, the youngster must 
be under 13 to qualify. 


Where one child Is in' 


volved, the maximum child 
care deduction is the lesser 
of the actual expense or 
$600. if two or more children 
are being cared for, the max- 
imum is $900. 


A working wife who has a 
husband able to work must 
file a joint return before she 
can claim this deduction. 
And in their case, the deduc- 
tion is reduced by the excess 
of their combined income 
over $6,000. Since the maxi- 
mum deduction is $600 if one 
child is involved, it would be 
ruled out if combined income 
is as much as $6,600 or if two 
or more children were being 
cared for and the combined 
income was $6,900 or more. 


Casualty and Theft losses;

Bombs Force

"This is a rough game," the 


chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff said Tuesday night, "par- 
ticularly if the targets happen to 
be antiaircraft batteries. If it's 
only a few barrels of oil, it 
doesn't make much difference." 


Wheeler, who returned Friday 


from a week-long inspection trip 
to Vietnam, said "there seems 
to be a growing trend in this 
direction" and added that the 
North Vietnamese know "our 
policy Is not to attack populated 
areas. 
Tne net result, he suggested, 


is that "in certain instances this 
makes Installations immune to 
attack." 


On the other hand, Wheeler 


said the enemy's efforts amount 
to a tribute to the effectiveness 
of 
UJS. 
bombing, 
which he 


praised as an "integral and in- 
dispensable part of our opera- 
tions against the North Viet- 
namese." 


"The effectiveness of our air 


campaign Is made increasingly 
clear 
by enemy propaganda 


complaints," the nation's top 
general said in a speech to a 
dinner meeting of Sigma Delta

society. "And now to escape it, 
and to seek more propaganda 
fuel, he appears to be placing 
his own population into hos- 
tage."

TOKYO (AP) - Communist 


Chinese Defense Minister Lin 
Plao, believed to be No. 2 man 
to party Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung, was quoted today as say- 
Ing "the entire country is now in 
a state of civil war." 


The Peking-based correspond- 


ent of the Tokyo Yomiuri said 
Lin's statement appeared with- 
out official confirmation in one 
of the thousands of wall bulle- 
tins which have turned the 
Chinese capital into a paper and 
Ink city. 
. 
The defense minister, 59, is in 


the forefront of the battle to 
oust President Liu Shao-chi and 
restore Mao to the position of 
state power he once held. 


Dr. Lin Yutang, noted Chinese 


author and scholar, predicted in 
Manila that the current upheav- 
al in Communist China will 
leave Mao's regime a "wreck." 
Arriving from Taipei, Formosa, 
for a goodwill visit, Lin told a 
news conference: "The worst Is 
yet to come. By the time the 
purging of Communist leaders 
Is completed, Mao's machinery 
will be a wreck and shaken to 
the bottom."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson's State of the Un- 
ion formula for ending the war 
in Vietnam — slow pressure and 
patience — left neither doves 
nor hawks happy today. 


His proposals for East-West 


bridge-building and an agree- 
ment to slow the arms race ran 
into some skepticism and a for- 
midable roadblock — Senate 
Republican leader Everett M. 
Dirksen. 


Dirksen said he couldn't rec- 


oncile support for increased 
East-West trade and a consular 
treaty 
with the Soviet Union 


with the fact that "we are send- 
ing American boys to be killed 
every day in Vietnam." 


Johnson drew strong applause 


when he pledged in his State of 
the 
Union address 
Tuesday 


night that the United States 
would "see Vietnam through to 
an honorable peace." 


But there was less enthusiasm 


when he said he knew of no bet- 
ter strategy to gain that end 
than the slow, inexorable accu- 
mulation of resources "and pa- 
tience — and I mean a great 
deal of patience." 


So much turns, he said, on 


"whether we can continue to act 
with restraint when the tempta- 
tion to 'get it over with' is invit- 
ing but dangerous." 


Sen. Richard B, Russell, D- 


Ga., chairman of the Senate 
Armed 
Services 
Committee, 


didn't agree with a slow-pres- 
sure tactic, saying; "i feel we 
should increase the pressure 
tenfold." 


"It could be a long procedure 


if it goes on and on," said 
Chairman J. W. Fulbright, D* 
Ark., of the Senate Foreign Re* 
lations Committee. 


But Fulbright promised that 


the Senate would give careful 
consideration to the President's 
proposal for an East-West trade 
bill and request for approval of 
the consular treaty with the So* 
Viet Union. 


Both proposals were shelved 


in the last session. 


Sen, Vance Hartke, P-Jnd,, 


who has been in the forefront of 
those opposing escalation of the 
war, said Johnson's 
speech 


"didn't satisfy the anxieties." 


He said "the efforts toward 


peace should be intensified and 
frankly I think we should de- 
escalate and stop the bombing 
of the North immediately." 


Taking the other view, Sen.

Committee, said U was estimat- 
ed that 5,000 Americans would 
be killed in Vietnam this year.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Bob- 


by Baker testified today that 
around July 1962, he went to see 
"the best friend8I had around 
the Capitol," the then vice pres- 
ident, about his financial prob- 
lems.

Testifying in his own defense

504 as the government alleges. 


"I was in very serious finan- 


cial difficulty," Baker related 
concerning the 1962 incident. "I 
went to the best friend I had 
around the Capitol. I went to see 
the then vice president and told 
him 1 had a very serious prob- 
lem." 


Baker said he, meaning the 


vice president, "advised me to 
go immediately to gsen. Kerr's 
office, which I did." 


Baker said he told Kerr about 


his financial 
problems, 
and 


Kerr made arrangements for a 
$250,000 loan from the Fidelity 
Bank & Trust Co. in Oklahoma 
City, Okla. 


Kerr also said he would make 


a personal loan to Baker for $50,- 
000, Baker said. 


Earlier, Baker's chief lawyer, 


Edward Bennett Williams, had 
named Kerr as the recipient of 
$100,000 given by California sav- quarters, 
ings and loan officials to Baker 
as senatorial campaign contrib- 
utions. The 
government has 


charged that Baker kept about 
$80,000 of the $100,000. 


Williams said he would prove 


that all of the money, most of it 
in $100 bills, was turned over by 
Baker to the late Sen. Robert S.
